After 7-Eleven presented its plans to open a 7-Eleven in Avalon Bay (at the corner of 2nd & Los Angeles), along 
with its request for support to sell alcohol off-site (i.e. people can walk in and buy beer and wine to go), during our 
February meetings, LTCC passed two motions through our committees, Board, and General Membership: 


. That LTCC opposes the 7-Eleven request to allow off-site sales of alcohol, and its proposed hours of operation,
